In making the appointment, 
Hassler hailed Villa for his leader- 
ship in the 1946 March of Dimes, 
and called on him to “lead gener- 
ous Albany citizens in what we are 
confident will be the most success- 
ful polio fund appeal in our nation’s 
history.”
